Unhappy isthe Church of England in Her 
Members, tho’ noc at all culpable in Her 
felf But that She can bear things fo 
deftruétive to her Conftitutien, is without 
doubt the Error ofchofe, who arein Duty 
bound.to have more Regard tc: her Honour. 
- But fay fome, this is the pious AQion cf 
the Players A pretty Jeftindeed ! Had 
the Players done this in the Abundance of 
their Devotion ; why had they not filently 
ivena Sum cf Money, as the Chapel- 
arden at firft folliciced them to do? 
This is eafily anfwer’d That were 
leffening the Capita! Stock; for this was 
nothing but offering to God the Charity of 
the Houfe—And making a Prefenc of what 
coft them nothing. Nay, the Credit of the 
Church was plac’d at the Door to invite the 
People in, and the Gift to the Church was 
tais’d by the Church; for the Players did 
pot fo much as give their Labour at leaft 
mott of them ; had they done that, there 
had been fomethingof a Gife; but now 
they only lent the uf of the Stage for one 
Day to the Church, and moft ot the Ser- 
vants were paid as before, 


So that really the Proprietors only gave 
the Churcba Day, and bi Money taker 
the acting a prophane bla(bhemous Repre- 
fentation, is cail'd an A&t of Piety and De 
votion. BY: 

"Tis hard to determine, who fhafl pafs. 
for the Lunaticks here ; whether che Church 
Men who encourage that Prophanenels, 
which in its elf is deftru€ive tu the Church 
in all its confticueat Parts,and tu Keligion in 
general; or the Players, who aéted here 
to repair and uphold that Church, and that 
Religion which openty protefts againft 
them, and muff, ’cis hoped, be once fu en- 
pened as entirely to crufh aad fupprefs 
then. 

Thus both fides are ating Hyperbolies 
and Contradiétion, and taking a great deal 
of Pains to prove, that Madnefs is gotten. 
into the Pulpit, as well as into the Scage,. 
and that both are induftrioufly. attempting 
to deftroy their owa Foundation, 

So mad is this Age, fuch Lunacies pre- 
vail over Men; {uch unaccountable things 
are to be found even among our Sages— 
But whoever pleafes to have Patience to 
follow me thro’ the vaft Varieties of chefs 
Chambers of Darknefs,. yet tocome, fhall 
fee even greater Bedlamices than thefe. 

But, why fo hot againft the Players, fays 
a wile Objeftor here, among other Que= 
ftions, in a Letter co che Author of this 
Paper—J/s the Money tke worfe for being gi: 
ven fy the Players, are evil Men forbid 10 
Go Good? 

To this I an(wer, I never blam’d the 

layers for offering this Gift 5.1 thiok it 
was a very Policick prudent Action, and J 
au wiiling to afcribe it to their Policy for 
two Reafons. 

1. Becaufe I never heard, they ever pre- 
tended to do it in Devotion. and if it was 
neither Piety nor Prudence, no body li- 
ving can give fuch an Account, why they 
did it? 

2, Becaufe theie Circumftances at this 
Time, more thas ufaally, requir'd them, if 
pofiblc, to make fair Weather with the 
publick ; there being feveral Indiétments 
now brought againft chem for blafphemous 
and prophaue Expreffions, aud the ne es 

whi 


which may givea great Shock to their Con- 
ftitution, if feverely profecuted, as Lam 
toid it will be. 

I never blam’d the Players, I never took 
them for Fools——But knowing their own 
Guilt, it behov’d them to make Friends of 
the Mammon of Unrighteoufnefs; and ha- 
ving, engag’d the Parifh on their tide, brib’d 
by a Bounty to the Church, "tis not impro- 
bable, they might get off from the ill Con- 
fequences threatned them by their Trials; 
for-to take'their Money and profecute them 
too, would be very hard. 

Nor are ill Men forbid ro do good, either 
by the Laws of God or Man 4 nay, if they 
would pull down the very Play-houle it 
{elf, and build a Church there, it might be 
yery well agreed to. 

_But the Scandal to me feems to lye at 
their Door, who took this Money ; whoac- 
cepted this Boon, and ftoop’t fo low in Be- 
half of the Church to accept it from fuch 
People, take the Gift in che Manner as a 
Play given them, which isa plain Approba- 
tion of the Plays, which the Church her 
(elf abhorrs. 

To take the Money, the P-ice of Wicked- 
nefs, to repair a Church, where chat very 
Wickednefs is to be condemn’d and ex- 
pos’ds well might a Reverend Clergyman 
fay, How can we preach againft them? 
The Madnefs of the thing is inexcufable, 
the Share feveral of the Clergy have in it 
is not to Be-conceai’d, and nothing can ex- 
tenuate ic but the Crime of our Gentlemen 
at Oxford; who not only gave che Exam- 
ple, buc cuntinue the Praétice ; the Actors 
being at this very time gone down to Ox- 
ford to divert the Sons of the Prophets; of 
which more by ic elf.
